“Graham Land is pictured on the 
maps as part of the Antarctic Con- 
tinent. Flying 1,200 miles over land 
|never before seen by human eyes in

Graham Land consists of two main 
islands and that the southernmost is 
separated from the Antarctic Con- 
tinent by a body of water forty to 
fifty miles wide, lying between the 
seventieth and seventy-first parallels 
south and longitude 60 and 70 west.

I understand that Colonel 
Robert W. Stewart, now a member 
of the board and its chairman, will 
be a candidate for re-election.

His Testimony on Forgeries Re- 
veals Demand on Government 
for Aid in the Quest. 


IVY LEE’S NAME IN THEM 


Witness Revealed George Barr Baker

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1 nbetatns 
Borah has begun an independent in- 
vestigation to ascertain who per- 
petrated the forgeries revealed in the 
Senate yesterday in which it was 
alleged that he rgceived $100,000, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from the Soviet 
Government. 

It was also disclosed today that Mr. 
Borah told the Senate special com- 
mittee investigating the forgeries 
that the Department should 
call upon the Russian Government 
to run the matter down, and that 
“my Government to me to 
clear it up.’’ 

Should the State Department ap- 
proach the Soviet authorities, it was 
suggested, this might be done 
through France, as the United States 
has never recognized the Soviet. The 
forgeries were obtained in Paris. Mr. 
Borah would not reveal details of the 
steps he has taken independently. 

Secret testimony obtained by the 
investigating committee was laid 
before the Senate today. It included 
about ten documents, some repro 
duced, other described, in ohne of 
which it was stated that an expense 
credit was authorized to Ivy Lee of 
New York, by M. Rakovsky, former

AUTOMOTIVE DINNER 


He Introduces ‘Oscar’ to Engineers 
and Reads a Mock Technical 
Paper on Raskob. 


With Will Rogers directing the 
“Oscar of the Waldorf’’ 


spotlight, 


, became the hero of the annual din- 


ner of the Society of Automotive En- 
Zineers at the Waldorf-Astoria last 
night. Mr. Rogers was the speaker 
of the evening and in his first words 
he reminded the 1,500 diners that the 
historic hotel was to be torn down 
“Chrysler probably got this building, 
too,’’ he said. 

“Oscar’’ was busy directing his 
waiters. Mr. Rogers called him from 


his post and presented him to the! 


audience. The diners rose to ap- 
plaud. ‘“‘Oscar’’? thanked them for 
their ‘‘wonderful reception” and said 
that, like Mr. Rogers, he had en- 
joyed serving the public all his life 

Vhen Mr. Rogers was called upon, 
the people in the ballroom aed up 
to greet him. His first remark was: 

“Sit, down — you'll tip your bottles 
over. 

He said he was glad to talk to the 
engineers because they ‘looked like 


| somebody who was minding his own 


business.’’ He objected to societies 
as a rule, he went on, because “‘this 
country is clubbed to death.”’ 

Reading from a mock technical 
paper, he observed that ‘‘Raskob 
joined the Democrats to neutralize 
torsional vibration in the automotive 
industry.’’

PRESS REFLECTS SENTIMENT 


Canadians Feel That We Should 
Make a More Sincere Effort 


at Dry Enforcement.

OTTAWA, Jan. 10.—The United 
States delegation to the three-day 
liquor smuggling conference with 
Canadian officials left for Washing- 
ton tonight empty-handed. 

The American group, led 
miral F. C. Billard, Coast 
commandant, came here with the 
express purpose of seeking Dominion 
help in halting the estimated $100.- 
000,000 yearly flow of liquor across 
the international boundary. They 
wanted Canada to agree to refuse 
papers to vessels seeking to clear 
for United States ports with cargoes 
of liquor. The Dominion conférees, 
however, were cool toward the pro- 
posal and no encouragement along 
that line was offered to the visiting 
delegation. 

The unfruitful outcome of the par- 
leys had been expected here, as there 
have been indications of widespread 
objection in Dominion public opinion 
to Canada’s giving support to the) 
eoees revision of the La Pointe- 

ughes treaty. Despite their appar- 
ent failure to get any assurances, 
the American delegates are return- 
ing home with hope that future ex- 
changes may bring about some of 
the cooperation they seek from the 
Dominion. 

The final session today was much 
like previous discussions, with the 
American group once more putting 
forward its request for Canada to 
agree to refuse clearance papers. 


Another Official Summary. 


The official summary of the pro- 
ceedings phrased the reiteration 
the proposal in this way: 

“Tt was made clear by members of 
the United States delegation that 
while certain improvements would 
be desirable in the method of ex- 


change of information provided for 
under the treaty of 1924, particu- 


larly in the way of insuring more 


exact identification of the craft en- 
gaged in rum-running, especially on 
the Detroit-Windsor border, no ap- 
preciable results would be obtained 
except by action on the part of the 
Canadian authorities in refusing 
clearance to vessels or other permis- 
sive papers in connection with the 
export of goods the entry of which 
into the United States is illegal. 

“The administrative officials of 
the United States, memb*rs of the 
American delegation to the confer- 
ence, expressed themsélves as firmiy 
convinced that no further or addi- 
tional or regulatory provision made 
by Canada, short of a refusal to is- 
sue documents permitting exporta- 
tion, would have much, if any, bet- 
ter success than have those which 
have been tried out since the anti- 
smuggling treaty between the two 
countries was signed in 1924.”’ 

Canadian Group’s Attitude. 

The same plea had already met 
with steadfast lack of encourage- 
ment from the Canadian group in 
earlier sessions. The dominion offi- 
cials first pointed to the numerous 
administrative regulations they had 
put into force to curb the smug- 
gling. Then they raised an objec- 
tion to it on the ground that if the 
treaty were revised in that way, the 
traffic on which they could now at 
least put a finger would be driven 
under cover on this side of the bor- 
der as well as the American side, 
and that handling of the problem 
would be that much more difficult. 

The Canadians capped their objec- 
tions later by suggesting that the 
United States revise her own laws, 
particularly navigation acts, to halt 
the smuggling, instead of coming 
for help to another country. There 
was no indication that the final ses- 
sion brought any more encouraging 
reply to the renewal of the Amer- 
ican request.

In fact, the only surpris- 
ing thing about it all has been that 
the Yanks took so long to fall in line, 
as Manager Miller Huggins has for 
many years been a stanch advocate 
of the practice.

16 ALUMNI VIOLATED 
YALE TICKET RULE 


Signatures of Several Thousand 
at Harvard Game Show Only 
Few Broke Pledge. 








MANY SHIFTED THEIR SEATS 


Most Cases of Failure of Signatures 


to Agree Caused by Exchanges— 
Offenders Face 2-Year Ban. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 10.— 
Although several thousand specta- 
tors at the Yale-Harvard football 
game were required to sign slips for 
seats they occupied, only sixteen 
alumni have been found guilty of 
not occupying the seats allotted to 
them. 

It was announced several days be- 
fore the game that the checking up 
of the signatures would take place. 
Harold F. Woodcock, general man- 
ager of the Yale University Athletic 
Association, today issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Signatures taken at the Yale-| 
Harvard football game at the Yale! 
Bowl last November have been 
checked with the signatures on the} 
ticket application, and it has been} 
found that the very great majority 
of applicants cooperated fully with | 
the Yale Alumni Football Ticket} 
Committee and the Yale Athletic As- 


sociation in the necessary regulation 
which provides that the applicant 
agrees perscnally to occupy one of! 
the seats allotted to him. 

‘Several thousand signatures were 
taken from ticket-holders, and in| 
cases where the signatures did not) 
check with those on the ticket appli-| 
cation forms letters were written for | 
an explanation of the circumstances. 
The tabulation shows that only | 
about 12 per cent of the cases con-| 
stituted violations of the personal 
use pledge and practically all of} 
these were purely technical viola- 
tions such as a straight exchange of | 
tickets with another alumnus to ef-| 
fect a more convenient seating ar-| 
rangement. 

“No action will be taken in the} 
case of those alumni who actually | 
were present at the game but did| 
not actually occupy the identicai| 
seats originally allotted to them. | 
The ticket committee has under con- 
sideration the withholding of ticket | 
privileges for a period of at least | 
two years in the cases of those who| 
clearly made no attempt to fulfill | 
the signed personal use agreement. | 
of these cases is 
sixteen.

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LAW OF THE SEA. 


On Wednesday Senator ReeD of 
Missouri introduced a_ resolution 
which he said had nothing t6 do 
with the peace treaty. It has not 
directly. Neither has it anything to 
do explicitly with the pending bill 
to build additional cruisers. Yet its 
relation to both is pretty evident. 
It calls respectfully upon the Presi- 
dent to “negotiate treaties with the 
principal nations.”” What is to be 
their obj ct? 

The protection of the rights of 
neutrals and freedom of the seas, 
embracing the doctrine set forth 
in Article 12 of the Treaty of 1785, 
negotiated by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, 
THOMAS JEFFERSON and JOHN ADAMS, 
between Prussia and the United 
States. 

This treaty, it has to be confessed 
was violated by both Germany and 
the United States in the Great 
War. Amid the passion and fire of 
a struggle for national existence, 
treaties are silent ‘as well as laws. 
But what Senator Rrep doubtless. 
has in mind is what has so often 
been called the “historic position ”’ 
of America in respect to neutra 
rights at sea in time of war. That 
position, maintained by our delegates 
in the International Conference of 
1856, led them to refuse to sign for 
this nation the Declaration of Paris, 
though it abolished privateering and 
took some other useful steps. 

Cynical foreigners did not fail to 
observe that the United States, five 
years later, when civil war broke 
out in America, abandoned its own 
doctrine of neutral rights in the 
blockade of the Confederate ports. 
At that time, too, the courts of the 
United States developed the doctrine 
of “continuous voyage,” which in 
the hands of the British returned to 
plague our government during the 
early years of the war with Ger- 
many. Our State Department made 
vigorous protests, but no sooner had 
we joined the Allies in 1917 than 
our own ships of war vied with the 
British in disregarding the rights of 
neutral commerce on the ocean. In 
spite of these breaches of our own 
professions, there is no doubt that 
the United States has a continuing 
and substantial interest in the ques- 
tion of defining and defending neu- 
tral rights at sea, which this coun- 
try would surely be pleased to get 


embodied not only in treaties but 
in international law. 

Senator REED of Missouri would 
be the last one to wish to appear 


to be responding to an advance by 
British public men. Yet his resolu- 
tion is on all fours with statements 
recently made in England by Vis- 
count CecIL and Lord Ler of Fare- 
ham, who have received approval 
and support from influential organs 
of opinion in England. The men

The note denies 
that increased duties can aid Ameri- 
can producers, who are unable to in- 
crease their casein production be- 
cause of the great demand for 
skimmed milk by manufacturers of 
| patent foods. 

Argentine is the world’s most im- 
portant casein producer and supplies 
nearly two-thirds of the casein mov- 
ing in international trade, and as the 
United States takes about 60 per 
cent of Argentina’s exports of this 
product her daifymen are extremely 
loathe to lose their grip on the United 
| States markets. They assert that 
American producers cannot provide 
more than 8,000 tons annually, which 

is only a small percentage of the 
| United States requirements. 

Argentine production in good years 
amounts to 20,000 tons, ef which only 
600 are used locally and some 12,000 
are exported to the United States. 
This trade would be practically elim- 
inated with high duties in effect, be- 
|eause Argentine casein is used by 
paper manufacturers, who could not 
pay the higher price and still meet 
| competition, according to the Argen- 
tine dairymen. 

However, their chief, worries ap- 
| pear to be that American producers 
might be induced to undertake 
greater production of casein if tariff 

protection bolsters up prices suffi- 
ciently to attract attention from pat- 
ented goods enterprises. On the 
other hand, as casein is a by-product 
|of butter, Argentina cannot limit 
| casein production if her market is re- 
duced, because her butter trade with 
Great Britain is so attractive.
